WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


The market is quieting down perceptibly, and the causes 
given for this are many and varied. There is no lack of interest 
in canned goods; there is no apparent determination on the part 
of buyers to wait an outcome, nor any deep-seated trouble in 
the market—it is just the case of buyers being satisfied for the 
time being with what they have. To us this seems to be the 
real position of the market. It is but natural because buyers 
have been well educated to wait on canned goods and not to be 
uneasy about them. The past several years have taught them 
the wisdom of ‘‘watching and waiting.’’ 

In a nut shell: Future deliveries have been completed to 
the trade and this puts a sufficient stock on hand to fill all press- 
ing wants. Until much of this stock has been turned back into 
money these buyers will not consider canned goods at all. Some 
of our readers might be surprised to know how complacently a 
wholesaler will regard a hundred cases of tomatoes on the floor 
and refuse to consider any proposition to increase this stock. 
We have seen as low as 20 cases of a certain article make a 
rather large wholesaler in a good consuming section be perfectly 
indifferent towards the market for that article or any offer re- 
garding it. This wholesaler knew he had quite well loaded up 
his trade and that they would not be in for more for a short 
while, at least, and he would not consider a new purchase. That 
is the tone and situation of the market and no efforts will greatly 
change it. At least for some little while yet. 

Of course there are always some few coming into the market 
with little orders—the small fry that kee) the angler’s courage 
and hopes up that a larger fish will take the bait ina moment. 
But the time when buyers bought in huge blocks and covered a 
whole year’s wants at one time has pretty well passed. 

If one attempts to show that the tardy buyers are very 
liable to pay an advance for their delay, the buyers point out the 
number of canners now offering goods at a shade under the 
market and say they guess there will be others doing the same 
thing when they are again in the market. 

Just now those offering their holdings at prices anywhere 
below full market figures are packers who wish to move their 
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goods before the frost catches them because they have no frost- 
proof warehouses or means of carrying the goods through win- 
ter. The first few days of approaching winter always bring 
out these holders. They are virtually frozen out-—or into the 
market, as you chose. But these are the only ones who show 
anything like weakness. All properly posted holders know the 
value of their holdings—and even buyers—those of them who 
are very well informed—agree that every probability points to 
higher figures after the turn of the year. But it will be next 
year and not likely this year. The influence of the holidays is 


already being felt and that is a time when canned goods must 
take a back seat. 


Owing to the reasons above given there was an apparent 
weakness in tomatoes, but the weakness was only a personal 
one—in spots it might be more properly said—and wholly due 
to the coming of winter. Until the new statistics are given out 
all estimates are merely guesses as to its size, but no one expects 
to see figures that come anywhere near last season’s. Not even 
the most pessimistic buyer looks for that. So what few toma- 
toes—that is few in comparison with last year’s holdings at this 
time—that are being held are put down in the canners’ minds 
as worth from $1.50 to $1.60 per case. And the one who gets 
them will have to watch these figures. One hears of 72%c. per 
doz. on No. 3 s:andard tomatoes, but only again in spots. The 
market is not under 75c. and most now want 80c. And they 


ought to be worth it, with sanitary tins and Jersey sizes pro- 
portionately higher. 

Corn is just as independent as it has been for many moons. 
The canner who has a surplus is the very rare exception. 
Most canners were very glad to be able to fill the oraers they 
accepted as futures. How many canners, we wonder, had to 
deliver their goods at low future prices, and then dig down into 
their pockets to make good for the orders they could not fill 
Corn is worth very nearly what you want for it, or it soon 
will be. 

Peas too are quite independent. The lower grades around 
8oc. are having practically all the call, but it seems hard to find 
enough of this class to go around. The fine grades-are very 
well cleaned up, and the market largely at the humor of the 
holder. There has been quite a good demand lately for peas, 
because this is the time holiday requirements in that line are 
covered. There is nothing new to report. 

The general line of fruits has had its call this week, but 
in keeping with other articles in tin is stiff in prices, due to 
light supplies. Peaches promised to be the most plentiful of 
the canned fruits, but the promises did not materialize. They 
now seem scarce. 

Thanksgiving seems to have aroused an increased demand 
for both spinach and pumpkin, the two satalites to his majesty 
King Turkey, for during the past week there has been some 
activity in these two articles. 

In canners’ metals there is nothing new to relate, or any 
changes worthy of special notice here.

CHICAGO, November 15, 1910. 

The Weather.—We have had cold; bright weather for the 
week, real appetizing weather, and trade conditions are 
improved. 

Asparagus.—The market is quiet and dull, very dull, and 
the movement is exceedingly slow. No one seems to know why 
as prices are the lowest ever known and qualities are all right, 
superb in fact. 

Baked Beans.—The packing of this article is being heavily 
overdone. _ A few packers have, by specializing on this article, 
made some money, most of which they have spent in expensive 
advertising which must be continuously and everlastingly kept 
up in order t» maintain sales and hold the brand in the market. 

The consequence is that every jobber must have his own 
brand of baked beans, and nearly every little or big canner in 
the country has rushed into the production of canned baked 
beans, and buyers, dealers and consumers have baked beans 
ding-donged at them until they are tired and disgusted with the 
reiteration. 

It is of course a winter and summer packed product, one 
in which the factory can be run all the year ‘round, provided 
the product can be sold; but on that account and because of the 
apparent and alleged success of several advertised brands the 
business is being overdone, and the product made distasteful by 
the persistency with which it is forced upon the attention of the 
consuming and buying public. 

Red Kidney Beans.—Here is another article that a whole 
lot of packers fondly imagine that people are hungering for, and 
new brands are offered almost daily at prices ranging from 55c. 
per dozen for standard 2s to 75c. per dozen for advertised and 
introduced brands. I appreciate the anxiety of packers to find 
something upon which they can operate during the winter, 
thereby keeping their plant and machinery in use and canning 
something, but kidney beans are even worse overdone than 
baked beans and are not near so salable or popular. 

String Beans.—Fancy qualities, or what is known as 
‘‘rat tails,’’ the smallest size, and the fancy grades of No. 2 and 
No. 3 size are in strong request and jobbers are looking for 
them, ready to pay the price wherever they can find the goods. 
Rat tail No. 2 cans, string beans, sold in St. Louis this week at 
$1.80 and more were wanted. 

Soaks.—These goods, both in peas and lima beans, are 
wabbling on their last legs. The label which the law requires

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on the can is killing their sale, for consumers have learned that 
it stands for deception and fraud, pretense and nastiness, and 
having learned what soaks are they won’t buy them. Before, 
when the lying labels on them advertised that they were the 
‘choicest of garden grown products, packed with tne dew on 
them,” etc., the buyers or consumers tried them and being 
nauseated and disgusted, merely concluded that all canned foods 
were of poor quality and unfit for human food and quit using 
them. Now they quit using soaks and go back and soak the 
retail grocer so hard that he is also afraid to keep them in his 
store. 

Beets.—This highly economical and meritorious product 
sells but slowly in cans, and should sell more rapidly as it is a 
fine product, full of wholesomeness and nutrition, and can be 


canned so as to preserve all the perfection of flavor and 
appearance. 


Corn.—Heavy contracts are being made for the 1911 pack. 
I know of one sale of 100,000 cases standard corn. 

Contracts are going to be made early as jubbers have well 
sold out of canned corn, and prices in the spring are going to 
be much higher. 

Peas.—Anything to cost jobbers less than 80c. to 85c. 
Chicago is off the list and not to be found. 

New contracts for the 1911 pack are being offered by west- 
ern canners on a basis of last year’s prices for fancy qualities, 
but only a few are disposed to contract. 

Pumpkin.—‘‘The frost is on the pumpkin and the fodders 
in the shock’’ now, and in this month a young man or young 
woman’s fancy lightly turns to thoughts of pumpkin pie. 

Good or fairly good standard pumpkin can be bought in 
No. 3 cans delivered at Chicago for 60c. per dozen, but it is 
thin and watery and no one wants to buy the water. They want 
dry packed pumpkin which will stand alone when it is emptied 
out of the can, and which is so solid packed that you can stick 
it with a knife; and canned pumpkin will sell well until after 
January Ist next, and then it will shut off for a month or so. 

Sauer Kraut.—Canned kraut is quiet and in rather good 
supply. It is surprising how retail grocers are the slaves of 
habit. They continue to use and sell bulk kraut, despite the

trouble, the odor and the filthiness in handling it, instead of 
persuading those customers to buy the canned article which has 
so many advantages that I haven’t space to enumerate them 
to you. 

Spinach.—The higher price of this article has already per- 
meated the market, and jobbing holders are all sold out and 
none is offered at former prices, either from the East or from 
New York. 

Succotash.—-Good goods made from green limas and green 
corn are very scarce indeed. There issound soaked succotash 
in the market made from dry limas and green corn, but the 
goods are not wanted; and is of packs that are not popular. 
A fine quality of fancy succotash packed with green lima beans 
could find a ready market in Chicago. 

Canned Tomat0es.—The market is quiet. No movement. 
No buying. No selling. Nothing doing. No speculation. 
No ex:itement. Plenty of faith, also confidence in th: future 
of prices, but jobbers and retailers are giving their attention to 
other lines of goods. Some deliveries of hand packed tomatoes 
in sanitary cans which I saw this week from Ohio were 
superb. They were packed by the Plainville Canning Co., 
Plainville, Ohio. 

I also saw samples of a similar lot of goods packed by the 
Russelville Canning Co. at Russelville, Ohio, which were of 
equal quality, fine flavor, color and fill. 

Canned Apples.—The market is firm but quiet. Some 
shipments are in from New York and Michigan. Quotations 
are not as good as usual, showing that the fruit is scarce and 


that packers are not calling it as carefully as when it is 
abundant. 


Pineapple.—Shipments of new Hawaiian pineapple are 
now arriving and the quality is superb. The extra sliced in 
No. 2% cans shows that the fruit ran large this year and very 
luscious, as packers are putting only eight slices to the can, and 
the cans are completely filled, both in depth and diameter. 
The No. 2 size cans of sliced are being delivered short, because 
the fruit ran so large this season that it would not pack in the 
small No. 2 cans without too much trimming.

Changes and Outlook.

New York, November 16, 1910. 

The Market.—Inucreased firmness characterizes the busi- 
ness in most of the leading varieties, and in some cases higher 
prices are asked. Thisseems to apply to all alike. Holders 
have been firmer all the week, and are now asking full figures 
for all lots. It is possible that buyers of large quantities might 
obtain them at a slightly reduced value, but unless the order 
was of considerable magnitude this would not be true. The 
situation has cleared to that extent, and business is feeling the 
impetus in the returning confidence of holders and the increased 
inquiry from buyers who find it necessary to replenish their 
stocks. The holiday trade is beginning, with every prospect of 
being liberal and sales are made from first hands with this in 
view. The situation is, therefore, much better and conditions 
are more promising in all directions. 

Tomatoes.—No material chauge has occurred in the mar- 
ket during the week just closed. Full standard Maryland 3s 
are hard to obtain below 72%4c., while some are asking 75c., 
and in some instances 77%c. has been demanded by holders. 
No. 2s are held at 57%c., with a few holders asking 6o0c., while 
off grades in No. 3s can be bought for 7oc., and in No. 2s are 
5244c. to 55c. In No. ros the situation is fully as firm as last 
week, with nearly all holders asking $2.65 to $2.75, and a few 
demanding $2.80. The latter figure represents favorite brands, 
and does not indicate the regular market. The feeling of confi- 
dence has increased and holders are by no means so ready to 
dispose of their goods as they were. The situation has im- 


proved to that extent, and probably by the time the holiday 
trade is over every holder will be ready to ask full prices for 
what stock he may have left. 

Peas.—Cheap grades are reported in closer compass and 
more difficult to obtain than at any time since the packing sea- 
son closed. No 2s in second grades are offered. No. 2 
standard early Junes are quoted at goc. f. o. b. factory. Bids 
of 85c. have been declined in a number of instances. Extra 
standard No. 2s are firm at g5c. f. o. b. factory. A little busi- 
ness is noted in western pack in standard and sifted grades. 
Some holders quote 90 to 95c. on standards and g5c. to $1.00 on 
sifted stock. Offerings in any grade are small and seem to be 
decreasing. 

Corn.—The market is firm and offerings are on a limited 
scale. So far as reported no offerings in State pack are availa- 
ble below 85%4c. and in most instances goc. to g5c. is asked. 
Southern Maine style is held up to 77%c. f. o. b. factory for 
standards.

String Beans.—The demand is active and the market is 
firmer. Standard green, No. tos, are held up to $2.20 f. o. b. 
factory. The offerings of white wax are limited to small lots. 
Baked Beans are attracting a fair local interest, but trade is 
restricted to actual requirements. . 

Sweet Potatoes.—A good deal of interest is reported, but 
the market is a shade easier at 7oc. f. o. b. factory for southern 
pack. The holdings here appear to be sufficient to satisfy trade 
requirements for the pres:nt. 

Pumpkin.—The market is steady at 6oc. regular terms 
f. o. b. factory. The holiday demand is increasing the 
movement. 

Spinach.—No. 3s are a little more active, and gsc. f. o. b. 
factory is quoted.

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Asparagus.—A fair demand is reported, and information 
from the Coast indicates a cleanup in packers’ hands. 

Peaches.—A fair call for California varieties is noted, but 
it is possible to buy consigned stock at a slight concession. 
No. 8 extra lemon clings are offered a little more freely from the 
Coast at $5.50 per dozen. Standard No. 8s are offered at $4.00 
f. 0. b Coast, No pressure to sell No. 2% extras and extra 
standards is noted. Standards are quoted up to $1.35. South- 
ern pack remain about as previously quoted, with demand 
rather light, but holders firm in their views regarding prices. 

Pears.—Bartletts are offered less freely on the Coast. 
Some lots of extra No. 3s have sold at $2 60 f. o. b. Coast for 
local account. For No. 2% extras $2.00 f. 0. b. Coast is offered 
inside. The stock seems to be fast cleaning up, with no indica- 
tion of more coming into the market. 

Apples.—State No. ros are held up to outside figures in a 
small way, but demand is relatively light. Southern stock is 
quiet, but holders are firm and sales are made at full figures in 
small lots. Western pack is not plentiful and sales are made at 
full range of values in most instances. 

Pineapples.—The market seems to be a shade firmer, with 
buyers making more inquiries. Domestic grades are held with 
confidence and Hawaiian pack is higher on some grades. 

Cherries.—Not much change in the market. Holders are 
firm, but movement is slack. 

Salmon.—A firm market is noted on all offerings of red 
Alaska talls, with sales made up to $1.75. It might be possible 
to buy ina small way at $1.72% to arrive. The supply is 
limited. Pinks are held at $1.25 here, while Coast offerings are 
limited to small lots at $1.10 there. A great scarcity of pinks 
on the spot is noted. Sockeye talls are a shade firmer. No 
pressure to sell is noted in any quarter. Stocks have increased 
in all grades, but holders are confident and indisposed to part 
with their goods at less than outside figures. 


Sardines.—Domestic grades are in fair demand, and pack- 
ers are offering in a small way only at quoted range. No pres- 
sure to sell is noted. The run of fish on the Maine coast is 
moderate and the pack suffers accordingly. No stock is accu- 
mulating. Imported goods are in jobbing demand only.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANcIsSCco, November 12, 1910. 

Revised Lists Shortly.—There is but little buying of 
California canned goods in this market for eastern account, and 
but little more is expected until after the holiday season, for 
operators there are now receiving the large shipments that have 
been sent by vessels and by rail, and are busy distributing the 
goods. Scattering inquiries are coming in from time to time 
for small lots of goods, but the bulk of the actual business being 
done here by canners is with Coast buyers. The present lists 
in general circulation do not give even a fair idea of what is on 
hand at the present time, and what is not, and within a short 
time a number of firms will issue revised lists which will indi- 
cate a number of withdrawals as well as advances. From these 
lists it will be seen that canned peaches, which is the strongest 
line now in first hands, are not to be had in all grades and in 
some lines, especially in clingstones, advarces will be noted. 
Lemon cling peaches are in light supply here, and in cases 
where withdrawals are not made higher rates may be expected. 
The same will probably be true in regard to apricots, for this 
fruit is in light supply. The heavy Ccemand that has been ex- 
perienced during the past couple of years for apricots in the 
green, canned and dried state, is attracting increased attention 
. to this fruit and an increase in acreage is promised. 

Tomato Situation.— Weather conditions are such at the 
present time that it is safe to say that the pack of tomatoes may 
be considered to be at an end for this season. A general rain is 
now falling and for some time coll weather has prevailed, in- 


terfering with the ripening of this vegetable. The pack this 
season has been much heavier than was thought possible a few 
weeks ago, for weather conditions have been almost ideal. 
The only storm that has been experienced occurred in Septem- 
ber, and this was very light in the bay section, where the bulk 
of the tomatoes of the State are packed. Many packers will 
now be enabled to make full deliveries, but there will still be 
orders that cannot be filled as many were turned away. Prices 
remain firm at 77%c. and $2.30. 

Paper Fiber Boxes.—The high cost of cases has induced 
a number of prominent canning firms to investigate the possi- 
bility of using paper fiber boxes, such as are being used by 
manufacturers in many other lines. It is the opinion of many 
that canned goods are too heavy to be shipped successfully in 
these packages, but they are willing to give the proposition a 
trial. This would have been done sooner had it not been for 
the fact that no east bound rates have been established by the 
railroads for goods shipped in paper containers. The Canners’ 
League of California has called attention to this matter and 
doubtless within a short time an answer will be forthcoming 
from the railroad companies. For shipping canned goods short 
distances, or to places where but little handling will be required, 
there is but little doubt but that paper board packages can be 
successfully used but for general purposes, the boxes now being 
used in other lines seem too flimsy. The poor casing of Cali- 
fornia canned fruits has been commented on before, and it 
would seem that better boxes are needed, even at a greater cost, 
than packages liable to be broken. However, the proposition 
is worthy of a trial, for the innovation may prove very 
successful. 

Damaging Publicity.—The government pure food officials 
are continuing their investigations in this district, and in addi- 
tion to the cases of alleged violation of the law that have already 
received attention it is stated that other cases have been brought

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to light. It is to be regretted that the local press does not take 
greater precautions in determining the merits of some of the 
matter it handles, for in the cases in question there has doubt- 
less been damage done to the canning industry without the 
least grounds. Nocanned goods have been involved in the 
recent cases that have come under the surveillance of the pure 
food official, but the name of a prominent canning company has 
been mentioned in connection with the trouble and the inference 
on the part of the average reader is that there has been gross 
adulteration of canned gvods. 


The attention of the newspapers that handled the matter in 
such a sensational manner has been called to the inaccurate 
nature of the statements with the result that promises have been 
given that such matters will be handled differently in the future. 

Salmon Shipments.—The reccrd cargo of canned salmon 
from the Alaskan canneries this season has just arrived in port 
on the ship Star of Greenland from Wrangel. The shipment 
consisted of 82,609 cases. The Star of Scotland will be the last 
vessel of the season to arrive here for the Alaska Packers’ Asso- 
ciation, and she will have even a larger cargo than the Star of 
Greenland. The Alaska Packers’ Association has had a tni- 
formly successful season, and has just declared a dividend of 
$1.50 per share, payable November 10, 1910. 


Coast staticians are at work figuring up the pack of salmon 
for this season, and estimate that the pack will total about 
3,750,000 cases, a decrease of about a million and a half cases 
as compared with the season of 1909. 


Although large quantities of canned salmon are being 
brought down from the canneries of Southeastern Alaska, the 
season is at an end there and the output has been practically 
disposed of. Advances of from 5c. to 7c. a dozen over opening 
prices are being made in the hopes of securing a few individual 
lots. The fall run of salmon on the Columbia river-is still on 
and a heavy pack is being put up. One firm has packed 25,000 
cases of silversides to date, and has sold all it can possibly 
put up. 

With the advent of the season of 1911, a number of Alaskan 
packing concerns will be operating new plants, and sanitary 
cans will be used extensively. The Alaska and Portland Pack- 
ers’ Association will erect a new plant on the Nushagak river 
and will use sanitary cans, as will the Alaska Fishermen’s 
Packing Co. in the plant to be erected on the Koggiung river. © 
Many of the Columbia river plants will also adopt the sanitary 
can system. This will do away with a great deal of Chinese 
labor which has proved troublesome of late. The plant on the 
Koggiung river will be a one line plant with a capacity of about

Why don’t you send in the statistics of youR pack? 
Is there any reason under the sun why you should not ? 


Is it not of interest to you to know how the industry you 
are engaged in progressed the past year—what the year’s work 
resulted in? How can you intelligently consider the coming 
year’s work without this information ? 


And if you want it—as you do want it—how can you 
expect to receive it when you do not report your own business ? 
The time has certainly passed when any canner would hesitate 
to add his individual reckonings to the industry’s totals All 
certainly understand that only totals are published, and that 
individual reports are held in strict confidence. Come up, gen- 
tlemen ; name the number of cases of peas, of corn and tomatoes 
you packed this year. Help Mr. Gorrell a little in the immense 
work he is doing. He is certainly due this consideration at 
your hands. 


Mr. Gorrell is obliged to make a report—to give these sta- 
tistics—to the president of the Association and to the members 
of the Associations on December 6th. Do not make him wait 
until that day to complete his report. Send it to him now. 
And if you run across any fellow canners, ask them if they 
have reported. Urge them to do so at once. Blanks with 
stamped envelopes have to be mailed to every canner. So all it 
will cost to make the report is the time to fill out the blanks 


and mailthem. Ina work that is being done for the canners 
themselves it is astonishing that we should have to beg for these 
reports. Such inattention to repeated requests is certainly not 
flattering to the secretary. 


We have mentioned that the statistics are to be given to the 
president, et al., on December 6th, and we explain this further 
by publishing herewith a copy of a letter being sent to all 
State Association officers, regarding this meeting in Cleveland 
on December 6th. The letter is as follows: 


Bet MD., Nov. 12, 

Dear Sir :—You are most cordially invited to attend a meet- 
ing of the Presidents and Secretaries of the State Associations 
and the Executive Committee of the National Canners Assccia- 
tion, which will be held in Cleveland, Ohio, on Tuesday, Dec. 
6th, headquarters Hollenden House. 

Matters to be considered are : 

First. Statistics of 1910 which will be issued by this 
meeting after a comparison of the different state reports and the 
National report. 

Seconp. The purpose of perfecting closer working organ- 
ization between the National Association and all the State As- 
sociations. 

THIRD. Recommendations to the Executive Committee of 
the National Canners Association on pending national legisla- 
tion, viz: net weight, dating, extra tin coating, government in- 
spection of canneries and other measures which will probably 
come before Congress at the present session. 

FourTH. Suggestions for the next annual convention 
which will be held at Milwaukee, February 6-11, 1911. 

FirtH. Plans for bettering general organization work. 

The discussion of these questions will probably bring up 
others and the recommendations of this meeting will have great 
weight in shaping the future of the canning industry. 

It is not necessary for us to urge the importance of having 
your Association represented by yourself and your President. 

The National Canners Association will pay half the expen- 
ses of the delegates of said association at this meeting. 

Please read over the enclosed copy cf the minutes of a meet- 
ing held in Chicago on July rst. : 

' Kindly notify us of your acceptance as soon as possible.

This letter leaves nothing toexplain. If there was nothing 
more than consideration, in No. 3 in the above letter there 
would be ample reason for the presence of every Association 
officer. There is work enough in that paragraph to keep them 
busy for a long while. The officers of the National Association 
are most anxious to have a full meeting at this time, and we 
sincerely hope their desires will be fulfilled. The annual meet- 
ing at Milwaukee promises to be a notable one, and prepara- 
tions should be made in accordance. 

We know the air is full of meetings just now, and will be 
for some months; but here is the chance to ventilate the sec, 
tional difficulties that have been met with during the year, and 
by bringing them before the combined Associations at Milwau- 
kee, overcome them. This is ideal Association work: each minor 
Association to learn the desires of its individual members, to 
obtain the consensus of opinion on any matter in question, and 
by representation have this matter or matters brought before 
the whole industry at the time of the National meeting. 

The right lines of Association work are being followed, 
and will produce excellent results if the present workers are 
supported as they should be. 


Once more we are called upon to offer up thanksgiving for 
the many blessings of the year. Thanksgiving Day, we believe, 
was originated to return thanks to Him for the harvests of the 
year. Ifsuch be the case it would seem particularly fitting 
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that canned goods packers should o)serve it, since their whole 
business is dependent upon the harvest of crops. 

If the year has been a fortunate one for you, your Thanks- 
giving will be spontaneous; but if on the contrary, you have 
been afflicted by a reversal of fortune, you will find difficulty in 
being thankful.

Meeting of the Iowa Canners’ Association. 


The Iowa Canners’ Association held its annual meeting in 
the Montrose Hotel at Cedar Rapids, Ia., on the gth and roth 
of this month, as per the announcement in THE TRADE of 


November 4. About forty members were present, represeuting 
almost every factory of any size in the State. 


The general routine of business was enacted and the follow- 
ing officers elected for theensuing year: President, R.O. Wood- 
ard, of the Elgin Canning Co., whose residence is at West 
Union; vice president, M. W. Jones, Vinton, Ia., of the Iowa 
Canning Co.; secretary and treasurer, E. W. Virden, Cedar 
Rapids, Ia., of the Cedar Rapids Canning Co. 

A number of important matters were considered and passed 
upon. No attempt was made, however, to establish prices on 
future goods. Stocks in the hands of Iowa packers are not 
large and many of them have sold out completely. It is the 
general opinion that there will be a very material advance in 
the price of spot goods before the advent of another season. 
It is not the feeling of the Iowa packers, however, that the 
price of futures should be higher than necessary to cover the 
increased cost of packing, and it will be their aim to keep the 


price as near that of last year as possible, unless prices on cans 
and other supplies increase considerably. 


The Association was honored by having Mr. Frank E. 
Gorrell, secretary of the National body, with them. Members 
of the Iowa Association were very much pleased with the report 
of the work done by the National Association, and especially as 
regards the Publicity Campaign, and they pledged the National 
their hearty co-operation and support in this matter. Iowa 
canners are taking a great deal of interest in the work of the 


N.C. A., and they have appointed committees to meet with 
other State Associations and the Executive Committee of the 
National Association for the purpose of getting in as close touch 
with the entire canning fraternity as possible.

Interesting Opinion From California. 

As was prophesied at the end of last season, the conserva- 
tive policy of buying on a hand-to mouth basis, inaugurated by 
the wholesalers in 1907, and carried through by them until 
1909, left them with such broken and short stocks at the begin- 
ning of 1910, that the future sales of the California packers 
taxed their packing capacity to the utmost in the season just 
closing. 

Prices, whiie opening upon a higher basis than in 1gog, 
were relatively too low for the volume of sales, and the selling 
season was not far along before a number of advances in prices 
took place and certain varieties were withdrawn. These sharp 
advances in prices and withdrawals have been the established 
program of the year. 

The size of the pack this year was only limited by the sup- 
ply of green fruit, the facilities of the various plants, and the 
difficulty of securing labor, which was a problem obtruding 
itself very noticeably on packers during the past summer. 

Even a pack of such proportions assured no surplus, as all 
lines were so closely sold up, in fact in certain varieties and 
grades there was difficulty experienced in filling orders in full. 
At the present time there are no complete stocks of No. 2} in 
first hands, while No. 8 goods have been entirely withdrawn. 

The cherry crop was the shortest known in years, and this 
coupled with extensive shipments of the green fruit East, cur- 
tailed the pack s> that it fell far below the average. 

Apricots proved very disappointing to packers. The high 
prices paid by driers precluded canners getting any cheap fruit, 
and in addition to this, the quality of the fruit, from a canning 
standpoint, wgs very poor, the bulk of the crop being badly 
checked and smudged, resulting in the pack of extras and extra 
standards falling far below the average, while all grades are 
short.

The pack of pears fell considerably below early estimates. 
The demand for the green fruit for shipment East was very 
heavy again this season, and canners were forced to pay even 
higher prices than last year, in some instances it being difficult 
to secure supplies at any figure. 

The pack of pears was only large enough to fill orders, and 
there will be no carry-over. 

Peaches proved to be the heaviest packed fruit in the list, 
but it must be noted, that while the crop of clings was satisfac- 
tory, the crop of frees was the shortest in many seasons—some 
canners having to deliver clings for frees. This shortage of 
freestone peaches, together with the fact that the peaches all 
came in a rush, preventing the packers from putting up all they 
wished, explains why there is no excess of any considerable 
quantity of this fruit. 

The apple pack was a little less than normal, probably only 
filling orders. 

Berries of all kinds were extremely short in all varieties. 

At the present time the tomato situation is most interesting. 
From the time the plants were put out in hot-boxes, a blight 
has been ravaging them, and keeping them from maturing, this 
condition presaging a small pack, at least in California. As far 
as the East is concerned, there have been such a number of 
adverse conditions, that it is estimated that only 65 per cent. of 
a normal pack will be realized. 

It is certain that when the figures for the tomato pack of 
Ig10 come out, and the situation is analyzed, and it becomes 
understood, that not only is the pack greatly reduced, but that 
holdings by packers, wholesalers and retailers, are only about 
one-half what they usually are at this season of the year, that a 
sharp and radical advance in tomato prices will take place. 

In the face of this certain advance, it is not policy for any 
canner to name or to accept a price on tomatoes until the mar- 
ket has found its new level.
